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How much do you really
know about KEES?

As a high school guidance counselor, you are one of the
most important resources a student has for answering
questions about going to college and the KEES
program. I would like to take this opportunity to provide
clarification on some issues of importance with the
KEES program. Please note that this list does not cover
every aspect of the program. If you have questions,

* Can KEES be used at an out-of-state college
or university? Yes, but only under certain
conditions. Students pursuing a degree in a program
of study not available in Kentucky may only use their
KEES award to attend an out-of-state, public college
that participates in the Academic Common Market
(ACM). The Council on Postsecondary Education
(CPE) administers the ACM for Kentucky residents.
If you have not had an opportunity to get a listing of
the programs and participating schools, I encourage
you to visit CPE’s website at www.cpe.ky.gov. You
can search on Academic Common Market.

NOTE: Participation in the ACM is determined
at the state level. Indiana, Ohio and Illinois are not
participants in the ACM. Students cannot use KEES
awards in those states.

Is the KEES GPA weighted? Yes, but only in
certain cases. In calculating a student’s yearly GPA
for KEES, the school should weight Advanced
Placement (AP) and International Baccalaureate (IB)
courses so that an A =5.0, B =4.0,... F=1.0. Honors
courses are not weighted for purposes of the KEES
program.

What happens when a student drops out of high
school? Students earn a yearly GPA award when
they are enrolled in a certified Kentucky high school.
However, students must graduate from a certified
Kentucky high school to be able to use the yearly
awards for college. Students who either drop out
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of school, earn their GED or graduate from a non-
certified school (such as a home school) forfeit any
base awards they may have earned. GED recipients
and home school graduates may still receive up to
$500 in KEES for their ACT score. GED recipients
must be between 18 and 23 years old when they
receive their GED to qualify for this aid.

Is every student in my high school eligible for
KEES? No. Students must meet certain eligibility
requirements before they can be considered for
KEES.

O A student must be a U.S. citizen, permanent
resident or national.

Q A student must be a Kentucky resident. This is
especially important if your high school is near
a bordering state.

U A student must not be a convicted felon.

O A student must be enrolled at least 140 days of
the minimum school term. The only exception
is for students who graduate during the fall term
of their senior year. In that instance, the student
must have been enrolled the entire academic
term.

Can changes be made to a student’s KEES
account anytime? No. The KEES district coordinator
can update student account information until the
student receives his/her first disbursement for college.
After that, changes may be made until the end of the
first college semester by contacting KHEAA directly.

I would encourage everyone to have their students check
their KEES accounts before they graduate to make sure
all information has been reported correctly to KHEAA.
KHEAA will be glad to send your district coordinator a
detailed spreadsheet of KEES awards for your students
to aid in this process. Requests for information should
be sent to rgilpatrick @kheaa.com.

Enclosed in this edition of the Counselor Connection is
a copy of the Mary Jo Young Scholarship Guide for High
School Counselors and program brochure for students.
The scholarship, named for a dedicated former KHEAA
board member, provides need-based scholarships for
disadvantaged students to pay for online or onsite dual
credit courses as well as online Advanced Placement
(AP) courses delivered through Kentucky Virtual High
School. The scholarship amount, which covers tuition,
materials, test preparation, and the exam fee (if appli-
cable) for AP and dual credit courses, is $575 for two
content-semester courses and $350 for one content-
semester courses.
